General causes of Increase or Decrease above £ 100. 





Attributable chiefly to reduced consumption of spirits and local manufacture of liquors, less rhum imported for the Navy Service, 
falling off in the importation of cattle due, partly, to disturbed conditions in the countries usually supplying this article and 
partly to the arrival of a cargo of frozen meat immediately after the closing of the finahcial year; also to less importation of 
petroleum owing to high prices prevailing during the year, and to smaller importation of leaf tobacco on account of the large 
stock of duty paid tobacco existing at the close of 1911-12. There was an appreciable increase in the importation of wheat, 
flour and wine due respectively to increase in the local milling of wheat for exportation, convenient prices of flour and 
discontinuance of locally manufactured artificial wine. 


Due to decrease in quarantine dues Attributable to the imposition of quarantine restrictions on arrivals from infected countries 
in 1911-12. Under tonnage dues there was an increase of £ 1,304 due to the larger number of steamers calling at this port, 
the prices of coals in Malta being cheaper than in the neighbouring ports. 


Due chiefly to extraordinary fines inflicted by the Superior Courts in 1911-12 and to smaller amount received for fines inflicted 
by the Judicial Police Courts in 1912-13. 


Due chiefly to a decrease in the importance of the cases dealt with in the Superior Courts. 


Due to increase in sale of stamps and in number of surcharged correspondence received, and to larger commission received 
on money orders paid. 


Due to lighter traffic and to receipt in 1911-12 of proceeds of sale of unserviceable stores. 


Due principally to heavier consumption of water by the Naval Departments and private consumers generally. 


Due chiefly to the substitution of metallic filament for carbon filament lamps in Streets and War Department buildings; smaller 
consumption of current by cinematographs and fewer additional services laid in 1912-13. 


Due mainly to payment of arrears of previous years. 


Due principally to sale of securities in 1912-13 and to larger profit realized by the Savings Bank in 1911-12 owing to the fact that 
income tax was refunded in that year on dividends received for the preceding two years. 


Due chiefly to receipt in 1911-12 of proceeds of sale of dutiable goods under Customs Ordinance VII of !1g09, and of fees on 
licences to lay tunny nets and to smaller value of Water Works Stores issued in 1912-13.

Due to refund of income tax in 1912-13 ow dividends received in 1911-12 on Savings Bank Investments owing to which more 
interest was paid to the Bank ; to payment towards Depreciation Fund “A” and to loss on sales of Colonial Securities. 


Due to superannuation of some officers drawing high salaries, more gratuities granted and smaller number of deaths amongst 
pensioners than in Ig1I-12, 


Due principai'y to the appointment of fewer commissioners in the election held in 1912 owing to several Districts remaining 
uncontested ; to re-organization of the establishment, and to the fact that there was only one Unofficial Member of the 


Executive Council during a portion of 1912-13. 


Decrease chiefly due to re-organization of Establishment, and smaller expenditure on Postages, Telegrams, Transport and 
Stationery. 


Due to smaller expenditure in 1912-13 on advertisements in English papers ; legal fees in cases of expropriation not provided for 
in special votes ; legal expenses for the recovery of revenue and purchase of Revenue Stamps, and to the fact that no supply of 


Savings Bank pass books was required during the year. 


Decrease due principally to less quarantine restrictions and consequent decrease in the expenditure on extra assistance ; smaller 
expenditure on maintenance of vessels and to purchase of motor boats in IgII-12. 


Due chiefly to less over-time work performed and less quantity of type purchased. 
Due principally to more appointments vacant and less expenditure on renewals than in 1911-12. 
Fewer exploration works carried out and fewer purchases of objects of antiquity during the year. 


Due mainly to appointments of a Magistrate and a Registrar vacant during a portion of the year; transfer of clerks drawing 
lower salaries ; less expenditure on Interpretations and Professional Attendanee and on expenses of Inquests, and to purchase 


of furniture for the Public Registry in 1911-12. 


Decrease due principally to vacancies in the ranks, non supply of blankets, appointment of Instructors vacant, less remounts and 
bicycles purchased, and economy on lighting and transport expenses. 


Due to extraordinary expenses incurred in 1911-12 owing to prevalence of cholera. 


Increase due to supply of blankets, more expenditure on rations and fuel owing to an increase in the population of the Prison, and 
greater quantity of stone blocks purchased in 1912-13. 


Suppression of appointments consequent on the transfer of the Seamien’s Hospital to-the Zammit Clapp Hospital in August

[1] The University of Malta is empowered to grant 
Nine Degrees, viz: (1) B.Sc. (Bachelor of Science); 
(2; B. Lit. (Bachelor of Literature); (3) B. Eng. & A. 
(Bachelor of Engineering and Architecture); (4) 
LB. L.Can. (Bachelor of Canon Law); (5) D. Lit. (Doctor 
of Literature); (6) D.Sc. (Doctor of Science); (7) D.D. 
(Doctor of Divinity); (8) LL.D. (Doctor of Law); 
(9) M.D. (Doctor of Medicine); and consists of four 
Faculties, viz :—Literature and Science, Medicine, 
Law and Theology. 


[2] The Lyceum is an Institution intended to 
impart intermediate instruction. It is divided into 
two Courses of Study, the Classical and the Modern ; 
each consisting of two grades of instruction, a Higher 
and a Lower. It prepares young men to matriculate 
for admission into the University, to compete for 
situations in the Army or in the Civil Service, or to 
embrace the career of Commerce, of Engineering and 
Architecture, Electrical Engineering and of Marine 
I-ngineering. 


(3] English, Italian, French, German, Arithmetic, 
Music, Needlework and the other subjects included in 
the curriculum of a Secondary School for Girls are 
taught. 


[4] In the Secondary School for Boys instruction 
is imparted in Latin, English, Italian, Arithmetic, 
Algebra and Geometry, History and Geography, the 
Elements of Physical Sciences, Writing, and Religious 
Doctrine.

COINS. 


Pursuant to an Order of Her Majesty in Council of the 24th September 1886, British Coins 
are the only legal tender in these Islands and the limit up to which Silver and Bronze Coins are 
received is raised to five pounds and one shilling respectively. 


Twenty franc pieces and five franc pieces, both French and Italian, are now merely kept in 
deposit as articles of merchandize for exportation to the neighbouring centre of Trade such as 
Tunis, Tripoli, Bengasi, Syria and Sicily, when a demand arises for them for the purchase of 
produce, or for the payment of bills payable in Francs or Italian currency. 


The currency consists of British gold and silver:—gold coin below legal tender weight is 
rejected. The system of making payments by cheques has been adopted by the whole 
Commercial community. 


In February 1904 the Government made arrangements for the deposit of public moneys in 
the Anglo-Egyptian Bank, Ltd., Malta Branch.

The potable water is conveyed from a 
natural spring to a storage reservoir about 4} 
miles from the town and thence by an iron main 
to the Hospital. The second quality water is 
pumped from a station about 3 miles from 
Valletta to a service tank whence it is distributed 
through iron pipes in the town. 


The potable water is good in every respect 
and the second quality water is hard. 


The Baths are Rufford and Finch's tst 
Class porcelain Baths and are conveniently 
situated. There are seven lavatories including 
three lavatories in the building formerly used 
as Seamen's Hospital. Two are Jennings Lift-up 
lavatories and five are earthenware basins fixed 
in marble slabs. The outlet pipes of baths and 
lavatories discharge into gully traps in the open 
airand are therefore completely disconnected 
from the drains.

Institutions renders to the Auditor General 
his money Accounts monthly, and a_ Store 
Account, annually,: in the form prescribed by 
the Colonial Regulations. 


(II.) The officer in charge of the Asylum 
sends weekly, monthly, quarterly and annual 
statistical returns and monthly financial reports 
to the Comptroller of Charitable Institutions. 
He also furnishes other reports regarding the 
management of the Asylum. 


(I1I.) fhe Comptroller of Charitable 
Institutions performs this duty, and reports to 
Government the result of his inspections when 
necessary. He also furnishes an annual report 
on the working of the Department.

For Orphans of both sexes between the age of 6 and 16. With few exceptions, the children have lost both parents. 
‘The buiiding was formerly the Hospital for Men. 

This Institution is for the reception of Male and Female patients; and since the Seamen’s Hospital formerly attached to 
it was removed to the Zammit Clapp Hospital at St. Julian’s on 29th August 1911, it contains 230 beds. 

Hospital for infectious diseases. 


Opened on 29th August 1911 in the premises of the Zammit Clapp Hospital. Capable of containing 13 beds intended 
only for seamen, who contribute 2/6 per day each for their maintenance and treatment. 

Enlarged in 1850. Capable ot containing 72 patients—42 Males and 30 Females. This Hospital is partly used for 
convalescent patients from the Central Hospital. 

This Hospital, which was equipped at the expense of His Royal Highness the Duke of Connaught, was formally opened 
by His Majesty the King, on the 22nd April 1909. It contains 95 beds, and is principally intended for cases of Phthisis. 

Hospital for mental disorders. The building is situated at Wied /ncrta, between Notabile and Attard. It was opened 
on the 16th of July 1861, on which day the patients were transferred thereto from the Asylum at Floriana. _ 

For the reception of the aged and disabled poor, above the age of 60, and uf persons affected with incurable diseases, 
of both sexes ; women who have led a dissolute life and are anxious to repent ; and foundling and deserted infants 
until nurses can be found for them in the country, or they become of age to be admitted into the Orphan Asylum. 
A portion of the building is fitted up as a Hospital for women suffering from Venereal Diseases. 


For Male and Female Lepers. The Female Wing was opened on 16th August 1912. 
For both sexes, and capable of containing 60 patients. 
Accommodates 160 aged and disabled poor (80 of each sex) above 60 years of age, with few exceptions, there being no
